5, The Chairman noted that the report had been prepared by the 
Subcommittee on Economic Defense, in accordance with terms of 
reference provided by Working Group I of EDAC, to fulfill a requirement 
for an intelligence study on this subject of the Department of State. A 
revised version of the Summary and Conclusions, a draft Foreword, and, 
an errata sheet incorporating changes suggested by the Chairman were 
distributed. 


Substantial discussion followed as to whether or not the coverage 
of the paper should be confined solely to strategic aspects of the embargo 
program or whether it should include discussion of the effects of the em- 
bargo program on over-all Soviet economic growth and development. The 
Chairman stated that, in his opinion, the report met the terms of ref- 
erence, and expressed the hope that the paper would be helpful as back- 
ground for future negotiations. 


The report was approved after a page-by-page review was under- 
taken and a considerable number of revisions were proposed and accepted. 
The Chairman instructed the Secretariat to incorporate the revisions
